L0XDON,  Feb.  21.— Aa  already  brief-, 
ly  cabled,  it  is  proposed  by  the  council 
of  .the  JBoyal  Colonial  Institute  that  that 
body  shall  in  future  be  known  as  the 
Royal  Britannic  Institute,  but  possibly 
the  change  will  not  be  approved  by  the 
members.  The  reason  assigned  for  the 
change  is  that  now  the  self-governing 
colonies  are  recognised  as  Dominions,, 
the  people  object  to  the  word  "Colonial."' 
and 'especially  to  the  word  "Colonists.*' 
Britannic  Is  adopted,  of  course,  from  the 
title  of  the  King,  "ms  Britannic 
Majesty."  Some  critics  are  saying  that 
In  the  proposed  connection  the  word  has 
no  distinctive  meaning.  Tike  the  word 
"Colonial." 

*  Possibly  a  case  may  be  made  for  it. 
on  the  ground  that  "Britannia. " 
"Britain"  and  Britons  came  into  com- 
mon use  at  the  moment  of  England's 
expansion  In  the  first  half  of  the  last 
century.  The  titles  of  the  prints,  the 
songs  of  Dibdin  and  Campbell,  and  lite 
country  hroadstdes  of  the  periods 
bristle  with  these  words.

tion that  competition  in  service  is  not 
only  possible,  but  it  is  something  that 
always  follows  where  two  railway  lines 
connect  the  same  areas,  and  this  may 
be,  and  often  Is,  of  greater  advantage  to 
the  public  than  competition  In  rates. 
The  Canadian  Northern  Pacific  must  bo 
completed  in  the  shortest  possible  time, 
on  the  highest  possible  standard  and  at 
the  lowest  possible  cost.  To  insure 
such  a  consummation,  an  additional 
guarantee  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, necessary.  We  believe  the 
people  of  tho  Province  have  confidence 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Premier  and  his 
colleagues    on    this    question    and    will 


stand  by  the  Legislature  in  acting  upon 
it. 


We  may  be  asked  if  the  additional 
guarantee  is  necessary.  The  answer  is 
that  it  would  not  have  been  necessary 
if  tile  line  which  the  Canadian  Northern 
Pacific  is  building  .were. of  the  standard 
contemplated  In  the  original  agreement, 
but  it  is  a  vastly  better  railway.  When 
It  Is  completed,  there  will  be  no  road  on 
North  America,  between  the  area  east 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  which,  in  point  of' construction,' 
will  surpass  it  or  Ii>  point  of  grades 
and  curves  can  be  compared  with  it.  A 
very  much  better  railway  is  being  pro- 
vided than  the  company  intended  to 
build.  The  cost  has  been  very  much 
greater,  and  if  the  capital  charges  can 
be  deduced  by  a  further  Provincial  guar- 
antee, as  will  be  the  case,  the  advantago 
to  tho  public  will  be  very  material.

"Th.-  Sun  and  His  Family"  was  the 
subject  of  an  exceptionally  instructive 
and  entertaining  address  delivered  by 
Mr.  Kapler  Denison,  superintendent  of 
the  Victoria  Observatory,  before  the 
Metropolitan  church  Brotherhood  last 
evening.  Dr.  Falloon  occupied  the  chair, 
and  the  lecture  room  was  crowded  to  its 
capacity. 

Mr.  Denison  opened  his  remarks  with 
a  reference  to  the  Immensity  of  space, 
and  brought  the  point  home  with  a  few 
Simple  illustrations,  it  would  take  an 
eXpresa  train,  traveling  at  the  consist- 
ent rate  of  60  miles  an  hour.  17  days  to 
circle  the  globe.

ror  some  years  past  it  had  ceased  to 
be  utilized  for  the  work  for  which  it 
was  erected,  and  latterly  it  had  become 
a  menace  from  the  standpoint  of  health 
and  a  refuge  for  undealrablea,  »H  have 
been  using  it  for  living  quarters. 

The  work  of  destruction  commenced 
en  Saturday,  when  a  number  of  old 
shacks  nearby  the  hospital  were  de- 
stroyed. It  was  continued  yesterday 
morning.  Chief,  of .  Police  Langley  and 
Fire  Chief  Davis  being  the  chief  par- 
ticipants In  the  last  rites  of  the  old- 
time  institution.  Cotton  waste,  liberal- 
ly soaked  In  coal  oil.,  started  the  blase, 
which  for  several  hours  wrapped  the 
old  building  in  a  sheet  of  flame.  It 
was  testimony  to  the  solid  construction 
of  the  building  that  the  work  of  the 
flames  waa  resisted  for  so  long. 

The  blaao  will,  however,  prove  a  bless- 
ing in  that,  one  of  the  most  insanitary 
spots  in  the  city  has  been  wiped  out. 
The  sanitary  conditions,  as  a  result  of 
the  large  number  of  tramps  who  have 
infested  the  place,  were  little  short  of 
appalling. 

The  flames  bursting  from  the  roof  of 
the  building  attracted  the  attention  of 
many  persons  in  the  city,  and  one  ex- 
cited Individual,  not  knowing  that  the 
outbreak  of  fire  had  been  planned,  sent 
in  an  alarm  of  fire  from  tho 'corner  of 
Yates  and  Wharf  Streets.  He  apparently 
failed  to  figure  out  Just  hoW  the  fire 
apparatus,  having  arrived  at  that  point, 
was  to  be  sent  across  the  Arm  to  the 
burning  building. 

The  old  Marine  Hospital  was  erected 
in  the  early  seventies.  ~  In  fast,  its 
erection  was  stipulated  in  the  act  where- 
by British  Columbia  entered  Confedera- 
tion on  July  1,  1871.  In  the  same  local- 
ity there  had  been  erected,  and  used 
prior  to  that  date,  the  old  hospital  and 
insane  asylum  .  of  colonial  days,  Dr. 
Jackson  being  hospital  superintendent 
of  the  former  for  years.  When  the  old 
structure  ceased  to  be  used  as  a  hos- 
pital, the  patients  Were*  removed  to  the 
French  Hospital,  at  the  head*  of  Pandora 
Avenue,  audi  later,  the  amalgamation  of 
the  old  Itoyal  and  French  Hospitals  led 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Uoyal 
Jubilee  Hospital.  The  old  asylum  was 
done  away  with,  and  the  patients  after- 
wards removed  to  the  New  Westmlm 
|s|ptuni. 

During  the  war  in  South  Africa  the 
Marine  Hospital  destroyed  yesterday 
served  as  a  barracks  for  the  contingent 
which  was  sent  to  the  front.  To  the 
seafaring  men  who  have  for  years  sailed 
from  this  port  the  Marino  Hospital  was 
an  institution  of  importance.  It  sei 
the  needs  of  the  marine  population,  ex- 
clusive of  the  naval  forces,  and  many  a 
storm-tossed  mariner  who  arrived  at 
this  port  was  given  shelter  there  until 
ho  could  make  other  arrangements  for 
his  future.

Government,  being  the  payments  for  the 
paving  and  cluster  light  service  at  tho 
present  post  office,  Immigration  build- 
ing and  Customs  House.

There  atie  many  housekeepers  who 
could,  if  they  would*  *»ve  the  dealers 
much  of  the  expense  of  deli  very.

While 
such  thoughtless  pdople  are  not  charged 
in  ore  for  the  goods  they  buy,  the  grocer 
must  provide  for  this  wear  and  tear  and 
time  thefe  deliveries  cOst,  and  the  price 
of  all  goods  sold  by  him  increase  ac- 
cordingly. A  little  care  and  forc- 
though  on  the  part  of  customers  would 
avoid  much  needless  expense  and 
trouble.

thai  children  m  Victoria  are  being  over- 
taxed  by  some  teachers  who  do  not 
understand  how  hard  some  of  the  pupils 
must  work  to  prepare  adequately  the 
home  lessons  assigned. 

The  grievance  Is  hot  confined  to"  any 
city  or  auy  Province  in  Canada.  Where- 
ever  there  are  large  classes,  the  pupil 
is  forced  to  supplement  the  lessons  re- 
ceived in  school  by  study  at  home.  Ex- 
cept In  the  case  of  young  children  this 
Is  not  a  hardship,  unless  time  is  taken 
from  play  or  sleep.  . 

In  the  issue  of  The  Toronto  Globe., 
which  has  just  come  to  hand,  there  is 
an  article  on  this  subject  which  will  be 
of  Interest  to  many  Victoria  mothers 
aa  well  as  teachers.  After  condemning 
the  Toronto  teachers,  who  look  upon  the 
hearing  of  lessons  learned  at  home  as 
their  chief  duty,  and  praising  the  mem- 
ber of  the  schoolboard  who  had  advo- 
cated a  reform,  the  editor  says: 

"It  may  safely  be  taken  as  axiomatic 
that  in  the  case  of  pupils  in  the  primary 
grade  there  should  be  no  homework  at 
all;  when  they  close  their  books  at  the 
end  of  the  school  day  thoy  should  have 
nothing  to  do  till  the  next  one  begins 
except  recreate  themselves  -  with,  real 
play,  In  the  second  grade,-  If  there  Is 
shy  homework  given,  it  should  be  of  the 
practice  sort,  and  even  then  it  should 
be  small  in  amount.  They,  too,  should 
spend  their  out-of-school  hours  chiefly 
In  play.  A  small  amount  off"  homewe*fcv 
carefully  adapted  to  their  capacity  and 
easily  Within  their  powers,  may  be  given 
to  third-grade  pupils  with  safety,  but 
the  limit  with  both  third  and  fourth 
grades  is  frequently  overstepped  by  the 
teacher  who  has  never  learned  that  his 
function  in  the  classroom  Is  to  teach  by 
wise  questioning,  not  to  listen  to  reef* 
tatlons  of  facts  memorized  at  home. 
Five  and  a  half  hours  a  day  are  quite 
enough  for  young  pupils,  and  all  but 
enough  for  older  ones,  if  only  these 
hours  are  spent  in  real  culture  inter- 
course, and  not  in  hearing  and  assigning 
lessons  to  be  worked  out  or  memorized 
at  home."

Sir, — Anyone  interested  in  Rugby 
football  will  read  'with  regret  the  report 
of  the  mwtlnrT>rih^nooo5TOl«oelHrTJ36T 
local  union  in  this  morning's  issue. 

Not  being  a  member  of  the  union  com* 
mlttee  or  of  the  selection  committee,  I 
do  not  know,,  of  course,  the  whole  cir» 
cumstances  which  have  led  up  to  the 
drastic  action  on  the  part  of  these 
bodies,  but  it  would  appear  to  me  that 
the  oommlttee  is  going  beyond  its 
powers  in  suspending  men  from  playing 
for  their  own  clubs,  unless  there  Is  a 
definite  rule  to  that  effect  In  the  con- 
stitution of  the  local  union.  I  can  un- 
derstand their  having  the  power  to 
eliminate  men  who  have  refused  to  play 
let  any  Inter-city  match,  from  ttty  fur- 
ther opportunity  to  play  in  such 
matches,  but  I  ea&not  conceive  where 
they  have  the  power,  to  suspend  any 
man  from  playing  for  his  own  club,  un- 
less he  Is  guilty  of  professionalism  or 
some  equally  indictable  offence.  It  is, 
of  Course,  much  .to  be  regretted  that 
men  selected  to  represent  the  city 
should  have  refused  to  take  the  places 
offered  them,  but.  from  what  one  hears 
oh  the  outside,  there  is  much  to  be 
said  on  both  stdes,  and  I  think  it  would 
be  far  better  to  bury  the  hatchet  than 
to  stir  up  a' quarrel  which  would  un- 
doubtedly be  injurious  to  the  interests 
of  tho  good  old  game,  which  has  now- 
got  a  good  hold  on  the  lovers  of  sport 
in  this  city.  The  affair  Is  the  more  to 
bo  regretted  at  the  present  ti  mo,  as.  if 
the  committee  adhere  to  their  decision. 
It  will  eliminate,  all  Interest  from  the 
match  between  the  J.  8.  A.  a.  and  the 
Wanderers  to  decide  the  city  champion- 
ship, as  five  of  the  best  men  on  the

none  of  the  Wanderers  are  similarly 
punished.

WELLFLEET,  Mass.,  Feb.  24.— Cap- 
tain Gavra  and  four  seamen  of  the 
Italian  barque  Castagna  perished  when 
their  vessel  was  thrown  oh  the  outer 
bar  of  Cape  Cod.  The  first  mate  and 
seven  men  were  rescue,]  i,v  life-savers, 
'one  of  whom.  Captain  Tobine,  of  the 
Caboons  Hollow  life-saving  station,  was 
badly  injured  by  the  overturning  of  the 
surf  boat.  The  skipper  of  the  Castagna 
was  washed  overboard;  three  men  were 
frozen  to  death  in  the  rigging,  and- one 
died  in  the  surf  boat  on  the  way  to 
shore.  The  loss  of  life  was  the  largest 
in  a  wreck  on  Cape  Cod  in  twelve  years. 

The  Castagna,  from  Montevideo  for 
Boston,  with  phosphate  rock,  struck  the 
bar  dUrlhg  a  blinding  snowstorm  and 
69-mile  northwest  Kale.  The.  beach  pa- 
trol sighted  her  at  dawn,  3U0  yards  off 
shore,  witli  the  surf  breaking  over  her 
and  threatening   to  pound  her   to   pieces. 

The  combined  life-saving  crews  from 
the  Nausett  and  Caboons  Hollow  sta- 
tions set  up  their  beach  gun  and  shot 
three  lines  across  the  Castagna' s  deck; 
but  the  savers  were  so  benumbed  by 
the  cold  that  they  were  unable  to 
handle  the  breeches  buoy    tackle. 

The  gale  had  moderated  to  30  miles 
an  hour,  but  the  surf  was  so  hiwh 
that    the    life-savers    had    to    wait    some 

time  before  thely  could  launch  their 
lifeboat  and  pull  out  to  the  wreck 
against  wind,  sea  and  biting  cold.  Seven 
men  helpless  from  exposure  to  the 
wintry  gale  were  found  on  board;  ami 
lashed  to  the  rigging  were  three  men 
who  had  succumbed  to  the  cold.  The 
life-savers  placed  the  living  seamen  in 
their  boat  and  rowed  back  to  the  shore, 
on.-  dying  011  the  trip.  The  survivors 
Were  carried  to  the  Marconi  wireless 
station,  where  medical  attention  was 
given  them.  All  were  so  greatly  over- 
come by  exposure  thai    could  give 

a  coherent  account  of  the  disaster.

The  Indians  of  South  Africa  were  not 
agitating  for  votes  or  .4or  equal  political 
rights  with  the  white  inhabitants  of  South 
Africa,  but  were  only  asking  for  that  which 
had  been  actually  promised  to  them,  not 
only  by  the  British  Government  but  by. suc- 
cessive Governments  in  Pouth  Africa.  It 
British  subjects  were  Ill-treated  in.  a  foreign 
country  wo  should  demand  that  their 
wrongs  were  righted  and  would  enforce  that 
demand  with  dreadnoughts  and  troops,  and 
we  should  certainly  prevent  one  of  our  own 
pointers  from  doing  irreparable  damage  to

It  Is  something  of  an  anomaly  from  the 
religious  point  of  iltw  that  the  anniver- 
sary of  Christ's  death  may  tall  on  any 
.one  of  tblrty-flve  dates,  while  the  anni- 
versary of  His  birth  Is  always  on  the  same 
It  is  no  less  of  an  anomaly  from  the  as- 
tronomical standpoint,  for  there  seems  no 
reason  why  we,  having  adopted  tbe  solar 
year  as  the  basis  of  our  calendar,  should 
cling  to  the  lunar  year  merely  for  the.  es- 
tablishment  of   one   date. 

It  Is  a  mystery  why,  when  the  dale  of 
Christ's  birth  was  fixed  as  December  25. 
some  dates  in  April  were  not  at  the  same 
time  settled  upon  as  those  of  His  death 
and  resurrection.  That  would  "have  been 
logical  and  would  have  banished  from  the 
calendar  a  lunar  cycle  that  has  long  been 
abandoned  by  all  civilised   peoples. 

it  should  not  be  difficult  to  fix  the  ra- 
tional date  for  Easter.  If  Christ  was 
"crucified,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the 
March  moon,  astronomers  ought  to  be 
able  to  calculate,  on  ■  what  date  t h  i.  fell. 
They  say  that  In  all  probability  It  fell  on 
April  7  of  the  year  SO  of  the  Christian  era. 
Why.  then,  not  fix  Easter  once  and  for 
all   as   the   first  Sunday  after  April    TT 

It  is  to  the  Council  of  Nlcea  that  wc 
owe  the  perpetuation  of  our  anachronis- 
tic method  of  -  reckoning  Easter.  '  This 
council  decreed  that  it  should  be  the  first 
Sunday  after  the  first  full "rniobri  that  oc- 
curs after  the  vernal  equinox,  March  21. 
Pope  Gregory  XIII.  undertook  at  that  time 
to  reform  the  Julian  calendar,  which  bad 
been  in  use  ever  since  Julius  Caesar,  in 
46  B.  C,  had  prescribed  that  a  year 
should  consist  of  366  days,  every  rourth 
year  having  366.  This  Julian  calendar  was 
a'  reform  of  a  still  more  ancient  system 
based  upon  the  niot ions  of  the  moon, 
which  system  varied  widely  in  different 
lands.  In  Home  It  had  originated  with 
Itomulus.  who  established  a  year  or  ten 
months,  having  alternately  ;tt  mid  30  days, 
making  304  days  In  all.  Numa  I'omplllus 
added  the  months  of  February  and  Janu- 
ary, and  In  the  year  I52  1!.  C,  the  De- 
cemvirs placed  them  where  they  now 
stand.
